WASHINGTON, May 18.-—(4)—A |! 
general tightening of the regulations 
governing the exportation of arms, | 
with especial attention to be given to | 
ending the jungle warfare between Bo- 
livia and Paraguay, was asked today 
by President Roosevelt. 

The president sent to congress a 
message calling for senate ratificatiou 
of jnternationai agreements’ that 
would call for licensing arrangements 
for international arms shipments. He 
said it would help to end the “mad 
race in armament which if permitted | 
to continue may result in war.” 

A little after ihe message went to 
the capitol, the state denartment sent 
the chairmen of the senate and house 
foreign relations committees a meas- 
ure to allow the president to issue ex- 
ecutive orders forbidding the sale in 
the United States of amas to Bolivia 
or Paraguay for use in their war over 
the Chaco region. 

Measure Speeded. 

The measure was introduced ail- 
most immediately in the senate by 
Pittman, democrat, Nevada, Introdue- 
tion in the house was prevented by an 
adjournment that already had been. 
taken over until Monday. 

Pittman said also he would seek 
early senate ratification of the gen- 
eral arms treaty asked by the presi- 
dent. This was drawn up in 1925 at 
treneva. The president in asking rati- | 
fication of it suggested the forthcom- | 
ing disarmament meeting might go. 
farther toward accomplishing the task | 
of international “supervision and con- 
trol of the traffie in arms.” 

“The ratification of that conven- | 
tion by this government, which has 
heen too long delayed.” he said, 
“would be a concrete indication of the 
willingness of the American people 
to make their contribution toward the 
suppression of abuses which may have 
disastrous results for the entire world 
if they are permitted to continue un- 
checked.” 

Declaring the private and uncon- 
trolled manufacture of arms and muni- | 
tions “a serious source of interna- 
tional discord and strife,” the presi- 
dent indorsed wholeheartedly the sen- 
ate investization of arms and muni- 
tions recentiy ordered, 

Already Supported. 

He has already told the 
disarmament pariey of his support for 
an internatiogal agency to supervise 
and conteol munitions.

“Nome suitable international organ- 
ization must and will take such ac- 
tion.

BRITAIN REF USES 
T0 CURB JAPANESE 
WITHOUT U. 8. AID 


Simon Makes It Clear 
London Will Respect 
Chinese Rights But Will 
Not Fight ‘for Them. 


LONDON, May 18.—(£)—~Emphba- 
sizing the war peri! behind economic 
pressure, Sir .John Simon, foreign 
secretary, made it clear today that 
Great Britain will take no action 
against any treaty vioiator without 
the full co-operation of the United 
States. 

Armed forces will not he sent to 
the far east to “preserve” China’s 
integrity, Sir John declared in a vig 
orous defense of the cabinet’s foreign 
policy, after a charge had been made 
in the house of commons that Japan 
is “pushing her imperialistic expan- 
sion into north China for the purpose 
of creating Manchukuo number two.” 

“Economic sanctions (pressure 
against a treaty violator) cannot be 
applied without the risk of war,” said 
the foreign secretary in the course 
of his speech. “And we cannot un 
dertake any system of sanctions or 
effective action unless the United 
States co-operates.” 

To Respect Rights. 

However, he declared, Britain in- 
tends to fulfill her obligations under 
existing treaties to ‘respect’? China's 
rights. 

As to Japanese intentions, Great 
Britain has that nation’s “solemn 
word” that she will respect China's 
boundaries, Sir John asserted. 

Simon's declarations were variously 
interpreted in foreign quarters here. 
Some believed he is bidding for closer 
Anglo-American co-operation in world 
affairs, by seeking to force the United 
States into a new policy on Kuropean 
and far eastern questions. 

The view of other observers was 
that he hopes to influence Japan to 
change her China policy by. friendli- 
ness rather than by harsh tactics. 

“Great Britain has never signed any 
treaty to preserve the territorial integ- 
rity of China,” Simon declared em- 
phatically, denying that there is any 
obligation to “use the army, navy 
or air farce” for that purpose. 

Government Lambasted. 

Being adjournment day for the 
house of commons, the opposition, led 
off by Sir Stafford Cripps, former 
laborite minister, took occasion to 
lambast the national government's for- 
eign policy as one of “vacillation and 
weakness.” 

“Japan is converting Manchuria 
and Jehol into a vast military base,” 
Sir Stafford charged as he set forth 
crisply his charges against Tokyo. 

The promises of Japanese Foreign 
Minister Koki Hirota to _ respect 
China’s integrity, he declared, cannot 
be believed. He intimated that Ger. 
many, Japan and Turkey might form 
an alliance, charging that Japan and

Lee Statue Accepted 
At Nation’s Capitol 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—(UP) 
After all these years, Virginia fi- 
nally got two statues officially 
placed in Statuary hall tonight be- 
cause congress decided the Civil 
War was over. 

In 1908, Virginia offered to place 
two statues—of George Washington 
and Robert E. Lee—in the room at 
the capitol where the~nation’s he- 
roes stand in bronze and _ stone. 
Congress was willing to take the 
Washington statue, but refused to 
accept Lee’s because he was the mil- 
itary leader of the southern rebel- 
lion. 


VIOLATION OF NIRA 


IN NORTH GEORGIA 


Richmond Hosiery Mills, 
Subsidiary and Officers 
Cited in Bill Returned 
by Federal Grand Jury.| 


GAINESVILLE, G:., May 18.— 
(P)—The Richmond Heciery Mills of 
Rossville, Ga., today were indicated 
by the federal grand jury on charges 
of conspiracy to violate the hosiery 
code and of an overt act to violate 
the national recovery act. Five offi- 
cials of the mills also were named in 
the conspiracy ind'ctmeng, 

The Standard Production Company, 
Rossville, also \- s named in the con- 
spiracy indictments. 

Lawrence Camp, United States at- 


torney for the northern district of 
Georgia, said the government contend- 


ed that the companies conspired to op- 
erate three shifts in violation of the 
hosiery code and described the alleged 


overt act as a charge that the hosiery 
mill set up the Standard Production 
Company, which the government call- 
ed a “dummy” corporation, with the 
purpose of leasing the mill te it to run 
the third shift. 

Camp said the officers of the hosi- 
ery mill named in the indictment and 
their titles (were: Garnett Andrews 
Sr.. president; J. Harvey Wilson, gen- 
eral manager; John A. Chambliss, di- 
rector and counsel; A. W. Chambliss, 
chairman of the board, and T. R. Pres- 
ton, director. Each of the officers was 
directed to post bond of $1,000. 

The case was transferred to the 
Rome division of the court and will 
be called for trial next week. 

The indictments. were returned 
shortly after Federal Judge FE. Mar- 
vin Underwood held the NRA was 
created in an emergency and Is con- 
stitutional and refused to grant the 
hosiery mills an injunction preventing 
Camp from presenting the case to the 
grand jury. The mill, just across the 
state line from Chattanooga, was 
charged with having agreed to operate 
its plant in excess of the total num- 
ber of hours provided in the code. 

Tt charged the NRA was unconsti- 
tutional and sought to prevent the at- 
torney from going before the grand 
jury. 

The court’s decision said “the court 
finds that a national emergency ex- 
ists which has greatly affected inter- 
state commerce; that the national in- 
dustrial recovery act, enacted to meet 
said emergency, is constitutional.” 

Jidge Underwood added that the 
“hosiery code is a valid and constitu- 
tional regulation of transactions af- 
fecting interstate commerce.” 

The court denied a supersedeas to 
the mill so the suit could be taken 
to the court of appeals.

No changes were made in the bill 
today. U'nder it a tax ranging from 
25 to 33 1-3 per cent of the market 
value would be levied on all tobacco 
marketed except Maryland © tobacco,

WILL NOT CONSENT 
70 BUILDING PLAN, 
SAYS TALMADGE 


Lease’ Consummated Be- 
tween N., C.& St. L. and 
Benjamin F. Joel; First 
Unit To Front on White- 
hall at Street Level. 


GOVERNOR CLAIMS 
RENTAL FOR STATE 


Executive May Claim 
Structures as State 
Property; Work Will Be 
Started in Two Weeks. 


Despite refusal by Governor Tal- 
madge to agree that the lease of the 
state railroad property to the N. C. 
& St. L. Railroad included air rights 
over the property, a deal was con- 
summated here Friday between’ the 
railroad and Benjamin F. Joel, Atlan- 
ta capitalist, lessee, by which the road 
will build store buildings, garages, etc., 
over the tracks between the Pryor, 
Whitehall, Broad and Forsyth street 
viaducts. 

Governor Talmadge, when notified 
that the deal had been made, said that 
his postition had not changed since he 
wrote a letter about. two weeks ago, 
stating that the would never consent 
to such proposal unless the state re- 
ceived adequate rental for its air 
rights over the property. 

“I have heard nothing of the deal 
since that letter,” the governor said, 
“and I do not believe they can legally 
construct such buildings without the 
consent of the state.” 

The governor said he contemplated 
no immediate action in the matter, fol- 
lowing his usual policy of “not cross- 
ing bridges till I come to them.” 

Asked what his policy would be 
should actual construction start, he 
reiterated that he did not know, but 
indicated. he might allow the building 
to proceed and then claim it as state 
property. 

“Maybe they are just going to build 
something for the state,” he said. 

Bleich Negotiates Lease. 

Isadore B. Bleich, of Bleich and 
Company, real estate firm, negotiated 
the lease with F, A. Wright, real es- 
tate agent of the railroad. Details in- 
clude a 25-year lease to the property 
and the immediate erection, by the 
railroad, of the first construction unit 
contemplated. This is to be a four- 
store unit building fronting on the 
east side of the Whitehall street via- 
duct. Actual construction will begin 
in about two weeks, according to Mr. 
Bleich. The stores will be on the via- 
duct level and will extend all the way 
across from South Wall street to 
North Wall street. 

Estimated cost of the unit will be 
$85,000, with a minimum rental value 
at $250,000 over the 25-year period of 
the lease. 

Under the contraet, each of the four 
units specified must be started within 
six months of the preceding one. To- 
tal cost will be approximately $350.- 
000, while the total estimated oe 
under the lease is placed at $2,500,- 
000. The second unit, under the pres- 
ent plan, will be a garage with a 

2,000-car capacity, as an extension of 
the first unit. This will extend back 
to the Pryor street viaduct, complete- 
ly covering the railroad tracks between 
Whitehall and Pryor. 

Exact details of units to be built 
over the tracks between Whitehall and 
Broad streets and between Broad and 
Forsyth streets were not announced 


| Friday. 


In addition tu the 2,000-car garage 
planned at the rear of the store build- 
ing on the Whitehall viaduct, there 
also will be open air parking space, 
it was stated, on the roof of the stores 
and garage. 

To Sublease Units. 

As fast as each unit si completed 
Mr. Joel, the lessee, will sublease to 
the actual occupants. Mr. Bleich said 
that, although none of these subleases 
have actually been closed, there are 
at least three would-be lessees for 
each of the four stores. Two wom- 
en’s ready-to-wear concerns, a_ mil- 
linery store and a drug store are 
probable occupants, he said.

IAD 10 DLLINGER 


Desperado’s Hand Seen 
in Flint Foray Although 
He Took No Part. 


FLINT, Mich., May 18.—(?)—A 
scar-faced machine gunner led a raid 
on a branch bank here today and, al- 
though it was doubtful if the nation’s 
No. 1 “bad man” himself was a par- 


ticipant, police suspected that John 
Dillinger’s gang had replenished its 
war chest with $30,000 more of bank 
money. 

It was: a typical Dillinger foray, 
carefully timed to follow the delivery 
of $100,000 by armored car from the 
home office of the Citizens Commer- 
cial and Savings bank, but a multi- 
plicity of identifications cast increas- 
ing doubt upon the actual presence of 
the notorious fugitive. 

All Identified. 

Kirk Roland, a customer, first de- 
clared that it was Dillinger, scar and 
all, who prodded him with a machine 
gun and threatened to “blow your 
brains out” at the first overt act. By 
nightfall, however, four other mem- 
bers of the robber gang had _ been 
identified by various witnesses, from 
photographs, as the elusive desperado. 

The robbers waited outside’ the 
Glenwood avenue branch bank nntil 
an armored car had been driven away, 
after the delivery of $100,000 in cur- 
rency. A man with a sawed-off ehot- 
gun and a woman sat in one car. 
Four men waited in another car. 

Only $30,000 of the money just de- 
livered had reached the cages; the 
rest still was in the vawlt. e rob- 
bers, apparently knowing approxi- 
mately the amount that should have 
been on hand, demanded more money 
but finally left without it. 

Harry Stamman, branch manager, 
stepped on a robbery alarm as_ the 
men entered, but before the police 
could cover the two miles from down- 
town the robbers had fled. 

Drop From Sight. 

With mystifying rapidity they drop- 
ped from sight. Some witnesses said 
they took Highway M-21 out of the 
city, toward Grand Rapids. Others 
said they circled back toward the 
downtown section. There was a re- 
port that four of the men had changed 
to a yellow sedan, which was seen 
headed toward Detroit on the Dixie 
highway. 

But a quickly organized pursuit by 
state police, local police and sheriff's 
officers was fruitless. 

Although Roland was confident at 
the moment he was confronted by 
Dillinger, he kept his presence of 
mind, A teller had just pushed to- 
ward him a small pile of currency in 
exchange for some checks. Before he 
put up his hands, Roland shoved back 
the currency and recovered the checks 
which he stuffed into his pocket, 

While the robbery was in progress, 
heavily armed police were lying in 
ambush in the banks of Bay City, 47 
miles further north, on a tip that a 
bank robbery was planned there.

“For a thousand years the forum 
of old Rome lay covered by the dust 
of centuries after the city was taken 
by Goths and vandals and only in 
recent years was the forum uncov- 
ered,” he said. 


“Many of the mounds in Georgia 
antedate known history by hundreds 
of years and it is only through archae- 
ological research that we will ever be 
able to know the civilization that ex- 
isted in our state before the advent 
of the Spanish. 

“Indians were in this country cen- 
turies before the coming of Columbus. 
Where they came from nobody knows. 
but if we follow this research back 
and still further back, we shall, in 
all probability be able to prove the 
general conclusion now held that the 
Cherokees and Creeks and other In- 
dians originally came from Mexico, 
coming there from South - American 
countries. 

“The Indian pottery and examples 
of Indian work which can be found 
in these mounds are the historical 
facts which will fill in the interme- 
diate period of prehistoric Georgia 
and historic Georgia,” he asserted. 

The editor exhibited the stone dogs 
found by Gillespie and said that they 
certainly had a meaning, though at 
present we do not know what that 
meaning is in relation to earlier In- 
dians. 

Mrs. Patterson emphasized the im- 
portance of local work and.told of the 
part untrained archaeologists can dv 
in helping to create interest in the 
research and by aiding in supplying 
museums with relics, 

Members of the society 
others interested will meet at 
courthouse in Cartersville at 10 
o'clock this morning.

Lunch- 
eon will be served at Cartersville. 
Mr. Gilleapie said Friday that he 
discovered the two interesting stone 
dogs he now owns while casually in- 
vestigating on the top of the largest 
of the six mounds, about three yzars 
ago. The owner of the land which 
includes the mounds was, at that 
time, a man named Tumlin, and he 
had planted a watermelon paich on 
the top of this mound, which 13 about 
one acre in extent. The presence of 
the watermelons, though, prevented 
any deep digging and Mr. Gillespie 
points out that this mound has never 
been really opened, the relics found 
have always been close to the surface 
and no one can even guess at the pre- 
historic treasures which may be hid- 
den inside.

San Martin Faints 
At Gigantic Reception 


HAVANA, May 18.—(#)—Former 
President Ramon Grau San Martin, 
who found today that handling a 
crowd of admirers is more trying than 
standing off hordes of enemies, rested 
at his residence here tonight after 
fainting in the midst of a gigantic 
home-coming rtception. 

Doctors said his collapse was due 
to sheer exhaustion. His car had to 
press through the packed ranks of 
100,000 well-wishers to get him to his 
sea-front home upon his return from 
self-imposed exile in Mexico. 

It was an hour before he could 
leave the bed to which he was carried 
when he collapsed. The. drive of only 
three miles had taken him 90 min- 
utes. 

With the return of former Presi- 
dent San Martin, politics went to the 
fore again tonight as the main topic 
of conversation among Cubans. 

The nationalists, the ABC, and oth- 
er political factions prepared to 
draw their battle lines, as the threat 
of a popular ascendancy of Dr. Grau's 
radical revolutionary party became 
— tangible with the return of its 
eader. 


BRITAIN REFUSES 
TO CURB JAPANESE 
WITHOUT U. S. AID 
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Germany have taken the same line of 
action in “flouting” the League of 
Natiohs. 

“The entire question of disarma- 
ment,” he said, “is bound up in the 
China situation. If that nation can- 
not sure of security, none can. 
Britain must’ willingly participate 
openly and actively in an internation- 
al program to guarantee the security 
of nations.” 

Simon rejected flatly Cripps’ inter- 
pretation of the obligations of Brit- 
ain, and, while he indcated that his 
government is willing to participate 
in an international polcy of sanctions, 
in specific cases, he emphasized the 
importance of American co-operation. 

U. S. Praised. 

“I hereby gratefully and publicly 
recognize” the aid the United States 
has given to the League of Nations, 
Sir John said, but reminded the house 
that it “must understand the limita- 
tions under which the United States 
is likely to act.” 

“It must be r®eognized,” he said, 
“that a policy of sanctions cannot be 
set up like a bottle of medicine for 
dosage where and when it is needed. 

“This is a matter necessitating the 
full review of each individual case and, 
before action by ‘any power of this 
nature is taken, all interested must 
formally agree.” 

From the far eastern situation the 
debate went into Britain’s position 
on disarmament, and both Simon and 
Stanley Baldwin, lord president of 
the council, declared that Great Brit- 
ain is eager for an agreement at Ge- 
neva. 

Baldwin reiterated his recent state- 
ment that if disarmament fails, Brit- 
ain will build up her air force to 
equality with that of any power within 
reach of her shores. 

“Don’t let us lose heart if, for the 
time being, it (the disarmament con- 
ference) should break down,” Bald- 
win said. As to aid disarmament, he 
said, the only feasible way to achieve 
it probably would be by an agreement 
on limitations sanctions. 

“The moment you are up against 
sanctions,” he continued, following 
closely the line of thought of his col- 
league, “you are up against war. 
There is no such thing as a sanction 
that will work that does not mean 
war. 

“If you are going to adopt a sanc- 
tion you must be prepared and ready 
for war. If you are going to force 
collective guarantees and _ collective 
sanctions, you have got to make this 
country a good deal stronger than 
she is today.”

Text of Message. 


The text of the president’s message: 

“T have been gratified to learn that, 
pursuant to a resolution of the senate, 
a committee has been appointed to in- 
vestigate the problems incident to the 
private manufacture of arms and mu- 
nitions of war and the international 
traffic therein. I earnestly recom- 
mend that this committee receive gen- 
erous support of the senate in order 
that it may be enabled to pursue the 
investigation with which it is charg- 
ed with a.degree of thoroughness com- 
mensurat@® with the high importance 
of the question at issue, “The execu- 
tive departments of the government 
will be charged to co-operate with the 
committee to the fullest extent in fur- 
nishing it with any information in 
their possession which it may desire to 
receive, and their views upon the ade- 
quacy or inadequacy of existing legis- 
lation and of the treaties to which the 
United States is a party for the reg- 
ulation and control of the manufac- 
ture of and traffic in arms. 


“The private and uncontrolled manu- 
facture of arms and munitions and the 
traffic therein has become a serious 
source of international discord and 
strife. It is not possible, however, ef- 
fectively to control such an evil by the 
isolated action of any one country. The 
enlightened opinion of the werld has 
long realized that this is a field in 
which international action is neces- 
sary. The negotiation of the conven- 
tion for the supervision of the iuter- 
national trade in arms and ammunl- 
tion and in implements of war, sign- 
ed at Geneva, June 17, 1925, was an 
important step in the right direction. 
That convention is still before the sen- 
ate. I hope that the senate may find 
it possible to give its advice and con- 
sent to its ratification. The ratifica- 
tion of that convention by this guv- 
ernment, which has been too long de- 
layed, would be a concrete indication 
of the willingness of the American peo- 
ple to make their contribution toward 
the suppression of abuses which may 
have disastrous results for the entire 
world if they are permitted to con- 
tinue unchecked. 

“It is my earnest hope that the rep- 
resentatives of the nations who will 
reassemble at Geneva on May 29 will 
be able to agree upon a convention 
containing provisious for the super- 
vision and control of che traffic in 
arms much more far reaching than 
those which were embodied in the con- 
vention in 1925. Some suitable inter- 
national organization must and will 
take such action. The peoples of 
many countries are being taxed to the 
point of poverty and starvation in or- 
der to enable governments to engage 
In a mad race in armament which, if 
permitted to continue, may well result 
in war. This grave m2nace to the 
peace of the world is due in no small 
measure to the uncontrolled activities 
of the manufacturers and merchants 
and engines of destruction, and _ it 
must be met by the concerted action 
of the peoples of all nations.

LEAGUE JURISTS PLAN 
CHACO EMBARGO FORMULA 

GENEVA, May 18.—(#)—A legal 
formula for a League of Nations-spon- 
sored arms embargo against Bolivia 
and Paraguay was found tonight by 
League jurists, who revealed that ac- 
tion may be taken even over the pro- 
tests of the two countries eoncerned. 

Details of the plan to shut off arms 
and ammunition and tbus stop the 
Chaco jungle war were not revealed, 
but it was said to meet all legal re- 
quirements. 

The solution will be reported to the 

ague council shortly, and cable- 
grams asking the co-operation of arms 
exporting nations likely will be dis- 
patched. 

Paraguay and Bolivia, as tempo- 
rary members of the council, have 
the right to vote against the embar- 
go, but the jurists, to whom the mat- 
ter was referred today, were confi- 
dent this would not stop the move- 
ment. 

Vigorous oppbsition to the embargo, 
proposed yesterday by Captain An- 
thony Eden, British delegate, and sup- 
ported by seven nations, came from 
oe Bolivian representative, Costa Du- 
rels. | 

“Its application to both countries,” 
he said, “would further the aims of 
Paraguay and would be a penalty not 
deserved by Bolivia.” 

The Paraguayan representative, Ra- 
mon Caballero de Bedoya, expressed 
his opposition by declaring that it is 
necessary to determine the aggressor 
before an embargo can be instituted. 
He said he believed the jurists should 
attempt to make this determination. 

In view of the report of “the 
League’s Chaco commission, which de- 
clared that it was supremely difficult 
to name the aggressor, it was re- 
garded as unlikely that the matter 
would be gone into.

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NGREASED POWER 


Wheeler Urges Probe of 
Industries Handling Ag- 
ricultural Products. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—(4)— 
A far-reaching federal trade commis- 


sion investigation of industries han- 
dling farm commodities was propose 
in the sepate today by Senator Wheel- 
er, democrat, Montana. 

Farlier, the senate agriculture com- 
mittee had virtually agreed to report 
amendments to the agricultural ad- 
justment act which would strengthen 
Secretary Wallace's power to license 
those handling the farmers’ products. 

President Roosevelt made it known 
today that he is hopeful the changes 
will be approved this session. 

Wheeler's resolution was referred 
to the agriculture committee. The 
Montanan said he saw no reason why 
it should not be approved since “it 
geeks to get at the facts.” 

He introduced his proposal for an 
inquiry following charges recently by 
Secretary Wallace that there had been 
an organized attempt by manufactur- 
ers and other processors of agricul- 
tural commodities to block enactment 
of the amendments to the farm act. 

His resolution would authorize the 
trade commission to investigate the 
financial position of the principal cor- 
porations engaged in “manufacturing 
processing, distribution and marketing 
of prifticipal”’ farm products. It would 
empower an inquiry into their capi- 
talization profits, salaries paid offi- 
cers; income taxes; control over agri 
eultural crops and also the extent to 
which co-operative agencies had en- 
tered the processing and marketing 
field. 

Under the amendments proposed, 
there would he no doubt of the secre- 
tary’s authority to bar handlers of a 
commodity affected by a marketing 
gzreement from upsetting the program 
through non-co-operation. 

The changes also would enable the 
licensing of producers who are at the 
same time distributors of their prod- 
uct. This would affect principally 
milk co-operatives and other similar 
groups. 

The secretary could license proces- 
tors and distributors of agricultural 
commodities with or without their 
consent, but quotas which directly af- 
fected the producer may not be applied 
unless two-thirds of the growers af- 
fected by a pact are in favor of such 
action. 

The quotas or allotment clauses, 
however, may not be applied to wheat, 
cotton, tobacco and hogs. 


V. E. BOWDEN SEEKS

Charging that vivisection is being 
practiced at Morehouse College, Mrs. 
A. Brown, secretary of the Atlanta 


Humane Society, swore out a warrant 
Friday in municipal court against J. 
C. Bridges, negro instructor of biology 
at the college. Judge’ Luther Z. Rosser 
set a hearing for 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing, on the warrant charging violation 
of the code section eovering cruelty 
to animals. Bond was fixed at $300. 

Officials of Morehouse College said 
Friday that Mrs. Brown has been mis- 
informed and that no such practice 
exists in the college. 

_“Vivisection has never been prac- 
ticed at Morehouse,” Dr. 8S. H. Archer, 
president of the college, said. “We 
use the bodies of dead animals only, 
and obtain them by the same means 
used by other schools.” 

Mrs, Brown told Judge Rosser that 
her action in swearing out the war- 
rant came after she had received nu- 
merous complaints. 

“People in West End have been 
complaining for a long time that dogs 
are being stolen by small boys who 
take them to Morehouse College,” 
Mrs. Brown said, adding that when 
the owners of the animals apply at 
the school they cannot get in. 

The humane officer said that last 
Monday a city sanitary truck took 
away from the school 30 dead ani- 


mals, including dogs, cats and turtles, 
which had been operated on, and said 
that she was not satisfied with the 
school’s oxplanation as to where the 
animals came from. The humane 
society has given the school six dead 
dogs this year, Mrs. Brown said.

Fixed Rates in “Closed” 
Area, Says Witness. 


JACKSON, Miss., May 18.—()— 
Through its chief witness, the gov- 
ernment today described efforts of an 
alleged combine of meat packers to 
maintain a fixed price structure in 
a “closed” northwest Mississippi ter- 
ritory, and charged the combine 
“broke down” because certain of its 
—" refused to observe the price 
ists. 

The testimony was given by Ed- 
produce and meat distributing con- 
cern, during the second day’s hear- 
ing of a complaint filed by the de- 
partment of agriculture charging a 
dozen packers engaged in price collu- 
sion and practices prohibited by the 
1921. packers and stockyards act. 

Paradoxically, the government 
charges that the alleged combine had 
its inception in “eut-throat” cempeti- 
tion, and that the same cause—under- 
selling—brought about its downfall. 

Hill, who occupied the witness 
stand throughout the day, told of a 
meeting held in Memphis in August, 
1932, at which he said seven packers 
operating in north Mississippi, and 
himself agreed to abide by a fixed 
prices structure which was mailed out 
weekly to all the branch houses in 
the “closed” territory. 

The agreement, he testified, was to 
he enforced bz “police regulation,” the 
packers at the Memphis meeting des- 
ignating F. M. Doyle, of the Cudahy 
Packing Company, as “general police- 
man” with whom all complaints re- 
garding price list violations were to 
he filed. 

Hill eaid the alleged combine op- 
erated only six or eight weeks and 
“broke down because some of the 
packers undersold the price list.”

Provision Expected To Be 
Incorporated in Bank 
Insurance Measure. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—(?)— 
The house banking committee tacitly 
agreed today that the presidentially- 
approved deposit insurance bill shall 


include provisions authorizing federal 


relief for depositors in closed banks. 

It oye hearings on the measure 
to extend temporary deposit insurance 
until Chairman Steagall, democrat, 
Alabama, and Representative Brown, 
democrat, Michigan, can draft a bill 
— changes in the “pay-off” 
plan. 

Committee members said, however, 
there might be an intention to include 
the closed bank stipulation in the bill 
passed by the house only to let it be 
struck in conference. 

As the tentative hill—yet to be 
finally approved by the committee— 
wonld shape up after the redrafting, 
it would raise the temporary deposit 
insurance maximum from $2,500 to 
5.000 on July 1, 1934, and to $10,- 
(0) on January 1, 1935. 

It im said, however, the $10,000 
figure was being inserted only to make 
sure. the limit would be raised to 
£5,000 on next July 1. 

The new proposal also would allow 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration to expand its stock three in- 
stead of five times to have funds with 
which to purchase or lend on assets 
in banks already closed so depositors 
could be paid off immediately. 

It would, though, segregate’ the 
FDIC money so it would have one 
fund for the assistance of depositora 
in banks already closed and another 
to pay off depositors in any banks 
which helong to the corporation and 
close later. 

In addition, Steagall is fo draft a 
new section to grant deposit insur- 
ance to mutual savings banks with 
their insurance limited to the present 
£2,500 figure. Mutual savings banks 
may not accept deposits of more than 
$7,500, and the $2,500 insurance cov- 
ers over 98 per cent of the deposi- 
tors and 70 per cent of the money on 
deposit with them. 

For the other banks, the %2,500 
covers 964 per cent of the depositors 
and 41 per cent of the money.

If you have ever known anyone who 
seemed to be in a constant state of 
irritation about something, consider 


the black snake as his reptilian pro- 
totype. Mr. Boland brought me a 
nice specimen this morning, seeming- 
ly in perfect health, but as irritable 
a specimen as I have ever seen. He 
never learns, but continues to ram 
his delicate nose against the sides of 
the jar whenever a finger is poked 
idly at him. 

For a non-veriomous serpent, this 
species is a mighty fine bluffer. I 
have seen black snakes in dry leaves 
}set their tails a-quiver in first-class 
imitation of rattlers. I have jumped 
a fairly high fence upon hearing the 
sound of a rattler under my feet, 
only to peer cautiously over and see 
a black snake smiling a’ satanic smile 
of satisfaction of having routed me. I 
must hand it to the black snake for 
standing his ground at times. 

I say at times because the tempera- 
ment of the black snake is uncertain 
at best. I have seen specimens—rare 
specimens, they—that I could handle 
with all ease. I have seen others, by 
far the most numerous, that could 
be handled now but not 15 minutes 
from now. They: may be docile as 
the average king snake or as vicious 
as the average natricid water snake. 


One never knows. Therefore this one 
never makes a wild grab for a per- 
fectly strange black racer. After we 
have been introduced I may try to 
handle it, but it seems to me to be 
something of a violation of snake eti- 
quette to be so bold in the approach. 
Also it saves the skin of one’s arms 
and fingers from slight but possibly 
septic lacerations. 

The first black snake I ever saw 
was also the largest snake I had ever 
seen until that time. I was strolling 
through the woods late one summer. 
I was all of 8 years old. ' Suddenly 
what I had thought was a crooked 
stick came to life and bounded away 
across the dry leaves with a rush 
while I made a similar streak in a 
diametrically opposite direction. The 
only thought I had was that I had 
seen the biggest snake in the world, 
but mature reflection tells me that it 
probably was a little less than three 
feet. I was terrified by the sudden-. 
ness with which that stick became a 
snake, but not by the snake itself. 

I made the unfortunate mistake of 
telling my mother what I had seen. 
Headquarters sent out a general or- 
der that I was not to leave the im- 
mediate vicinity of the house until 
the snakes were run out of the woods. 
Somehow I cannot recall anyone mak- 
ing brave efforts in that direction. 


Bills To Bolster Crime Laws 
Are Signed by Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—(#)—A 
group of bills requested by the depart- 
ment of justice to aid the federal gev- 
ernment in combating crime were 
signed into law today by President 
Roosevelt. 

The measures—passage of which 
was hastened by the activities of John 
Dillinger, the outlaw—provide federal 


ynalties for offenses which hereto- 
ore have been curbed only by state 


aw. 

One bill provides that if a kidnaped 
person is kept seven days it auto 
matically became a_ federal crime 
through a presumption that he was 
taken across a state line. 

Other measures would classify as 
federal crimes the participation of 
federal officials or employes in prigon 
breaks, sending extortion messages in 
interstate commerce,” fleeing across 
state lines to avoid prosecution or giv- 
ing testimony in felony cases, fraud 
or robbery of national banks, assault- 
ing or murdering a federal officer or 
employe in line of duty, and inter- 
state transportation of stolen securi- 
ties. 

“There will be no relenting.” said 
the president in signing the legisla- 
tion. 

“These laws are a renewed chal- 
lenge on the part of the federal gov- 
ernment to interstate crime. Law en- 
forcement and gangster extermination 
cannot be made completely effective 
so long as a substantial part of the 


public looks with tolerance upon 
known criminals, permits public of- 
fices to be corrupted or intimidsted 
by them, or applauds efforts to ro- 
manticize crime.”

Liquor advertising of all kinds receiv- 
ed a verbal battering at the National 
Congress of Parents and Teachers to- 
day when the convention adopted a 
resolution protesting liquor advertis- 
ing and ineffective control and sale of 
narcotics.

Fred Lockhart, 38, lyncher, woman 
assaulter and murderer, plunged 
through the gallows to his death here 
today for criminally assaulting ard 
murdering a young bride-elect in 
April. 

Almost simultaneously, two .men 
were hanged at Gretna, across the 
river from New Orleans, for killing 
rocery clerk in a hold-up. 

uisiana’a triple hanging com. 
Wined with the electrocutions in North 
Carolina to make a total of five ex- 
ecutions in the south today. 

Lockhart, the paper butterfly and 
trinket vendor, who flashed his tiasel 
wares before the eyes of Mae Giffin, 
15-year-old school girl, lured her from 
her home by promising her employ- 
ment. 

He admitted that he criminally at- 
tacked the girl, then, vexed at her 
resistance, stabbed her to death. 

A crowd gathered hastily about the 
city’s skyscraper courthouse; with ‘he 
jail atop, after Lockhart’s confession 
became known, and officers with 
trained machine guns and tear-gas 
bombs repulsed a howling ‘nob of 
thousands of persons who sought to 
lynch the “butterfly man.” 

National guardsmen were called 
out to restore order. It was ther that 
Lockhart admitted that his real name 
was D. B. Napier, and that he had 
escaped from a Georgia pena] camp 
where he was serving a life term tor 
a criminal attack. 

Later,. seeking comfort from the 
Bible, he told authorities that he had 
dréven the automobile for the lynch- 
ers of Leo Frank in the sensational 
case in Georgia many years ago. 
Frank, the accused slayer of a young 
girl, was wrested from the state 
prison. 

“I know now how Frank !elt 
when the mob battered down the 
doors,” Lockhart said, discussing his 
narrow escape from the lynch-bent 
mob which sought him. 

At Gretna, George Dallao and John 
Capaci kissed each other, waved fare- 
wells and went to their deaths on the 
same gallows within a half hour. 

The men were convicted of riding 
with Charles Rabito, wholesale gro- 
cery clerk, who was Capaci’s friend, 
and forcing him to a lonely § road 
where he was shot and killed. Rabito 
was robbed of several thousand dol- 
at he was taking to the bank for his 

irm, 
Lockhart walked calmly to the gal- 
lows today, singing snatches from 
“The Old Devil’s Mad,” and “I Am 
Glad, Hallelujah.” 

He wrote letters to his common-law 
wife who lived with him in a dilapi- 
dated house in the hobo jungle, and 
completed his “life history,’’ which he 
handed to the sheriff, asking that cop-

oward L. Kern, Postal counsel, 
told officials his company had consid- 
ered all other means of obtaining re- 
lief from what he called unfair prae- 
tices; that the proposed communica- 
tions commission could not work fast 
enough to give the necessary relief; 
that .congress could not legislate di- 
rectly to cure abuses, and that the 
code was the only way out. 

A. H. Griswold, executive vice pres- 
ident of Postal, said the code’s labor 
provisions, including a 40-hour week, 
would cost his concern $2,767,000 a 
year and that the benefits to be ob- 
tained, though substantial, would not 
fully offset this increased cost. 

He insisted, however, his company 
was willing to undertake the labor 
proposal in expectation of eventual 
benefits. 

Leighton H. Peebles, deputy admin- 
istrator, concluded the session with 
announcement that the hearing could 
be reconvened at the will of the ad- 
ministrator. He gave no inkling as to 
whether NRA intended to go through 
with imposing the code.

The police board is to be com- 
mended for its prompt action in dis- 
charging two members of the police 
force, proven guilty of drinking on 
duty, and it should institute a rigid 
investigation into the charge that 
“two-thirds of the morning watch 
patrolmen are soaked with liquor.” 

Anything less than a probe that 
will reveal definitely and without 
the shadow of a doubt the truth or 
falsity of this charge will be unfair 
to the public and to the officers who 
make up this watch. 

If there is one Job, above all 
others, that a man under the influ- 
ence of liquor is unfitted to fill, it 
is that of a policeman. Not only 
disqualified to perform his duty as 
he should tn times of emergency, 
the weapons carried by a policeman 
make him a threat to the safety 
rather than a protection to the pub- 
lie if he drinks on the job. 

Charged with the detection of 
hootleggers and the raiding of places 
where Ilquor ts sold, no policeman 
can properly perform his duties if 
he drinks. 

There has been a marked and 


gratifying Improvement in the effi- 
ciency of the Atlanta police force 
during the past few months, but 
this cannot be expected to continue 
if the charge of widespread drink- 
ing among the officers is true. 
Chief Sturdivant should immedi- 
ately ascertain whether any mem- 
bers of his force are imbibing on 
the Job. If he finds that there is 
drinking on the force, those guilty 
of this dangerous and inexcusable 
practice should be reported immedi- 
ately to the board and either be 
Summarily discharged or sternly dis- 


The payment of these overdue 
pensions is not a question of 
whether or not the city’s pension 
system is too liberal. It is simply 
a matter of the payment of an hon- 
est obligation to those who have 
spent many years in the service of 
the municipal government. 


Some of the pensioners have been 
connected with the city, in vari- 
ous capacities, for as long as 40 
years, and in many instances the 
pensions they receive are their sole 
means of existence. 


If the city has gone too far in 
creating its pension system, that is 
a matter for the future, but it in no 
wise involves the obligations of the 
past. 


Alderman Hailey seems to have 
made good progress in the matter 
of securing funds for the payments 
of the past due pensions to a 
worthy class of citizens who have 
a right to expect that they will not 
be forced to face hardship because 
they do not receive the money to 
which they are entitled. 


_ ROOSEVELT POLICIES UPHELD. 


The two-to-one lead in approval 
of the Roosevelt policies registered 
by the first ballots tabulated in the 
poll being conducted by the Literary 
Digest is particularly significant be- 
cause of the fact that these returns 
are all from New York, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania, states in which it 
is to be expected that the opposi- 
tion to the democratic administra- 
tion could develop its greatest 
strength. 


With such a result in the rock- 
ribbed state of Pennsylvania and the 
political battleground states of New 
York and New Jersey, which have 
gone republican more frequently in 
the past than democratic, it is cer- 
tain that the returns in the poll 
from the middle and far west and 
the south will be overwhelmingly in 
favor of the program that has been 
followed under President Roosevelt’s 
leadership. 

In announcing its first totals, the 
Digest warns against “jumping at 
conclusions” over the result shown 
in the comparatively few votes, but 
there can be little doubt that these 
votes show the way the wind is 
blowing over the country. 

A two-to-one majority out of 
more than 45,000 votes—nearly 
30,000 approving the Roosevelt 
policies and only slightly more than 
15,000 disapproving—is conclusive 
enough evidence of the sentiment 
of the country.

THEY’RE NOT ONLY QUACKS, 
BUT PIRATES. 

A ereader sent in this inquiry: 

I heard on the radio a man talking 
for the (an aggregation of 
quacks)—with offices at (this and 
that address). He spoke about the 
non-operative methods of curing 
hernia, varicose veins, hemorrhoids, 
etc., and offered booklets free to the 
public on request. I have written for 
the booklets. Do you know anything 
about this association? It does not 
seem that they would be allowed to 
broadcast over the radio if they are 
not genuine. I have had (so-and-so) 
for two years. ... 

My reply to this inquiry was: 

I cannot recommend the doctor you 
inquire about. Dr. (say Richard Roe, 
of such and such address) gives the 
treatment you inquire about. 

Later came another letter from the 
reader, inclosing two booklets and sev- 
eral other cards or circulars setting 


the quack outfit offers gullible cus- 
tomers. Among the handbills these 
trick specialists peddle I was aston- 
ished to find an article by William 
Brady, M. D., an article on “The Am- 
bulant Treatment of Hernia” which 
appeared in my column October 14, 
1930. This is repainted in the quacks’ 
circular exactly as I wrote it for my 
column, except that the version the 
quacks ascribe to me, and reprint 
without my knowledge or _ consent, 
omits this pertinent paragraph: 

All cases (of hernia, rupture, 
breach) in children can be cured. In 
fact a well fitting truss constantly 
worn will cure most of them without 
further treatment of any kind. Even 
in adults a well-fitted truss will cure 
some cases. 

That paragraph, I hoped, would 
serve to impress upon the reader's 
mind the importance of the proper 
fitting and wearing of a truss while 
the hernia is under treatment. No in- 
strument maker or salesman is quali- 
fied to fit a truss in any case. If 
the patient's own physician prescribes 
or recommends wearing a truss he 
should and will if he is a capable 
physician attend personally to the se- 
lection, fitting. and periodic adjust- 
ment of the supporter. Without such 
skilled care, the truss is likely to be 
useless or even harmful. 

In many items about the abulant 
(not ambulatory, for it is the patient, 
not the doctor, who keeps walking 
about) treatment of hernia I have ex- 
pressiy cautioned against two risks. 
First, that of the doctor who injects 
some secret or semi-secret nostrum. 
If a doctor is not capable of prepar- 
ing and using his own simple medi- 
cine for these injections—at a cost of 
a nickel or so—the chances are he 
doesn't understand just what he’s try- 
ing to do. So I warn everybody to 
beware of any one who pretends to 
use any expensive “imported” or pro- 
prietary formula for the injection 
treatment of hernia or anything else. 
There is no legitimate excuse for such 
dumbness. 

The second caution I give the pub- 
lie in this: If a doctor is good he 
practices under his own name and his 
satisfied patrons send their friends— 
that’s the way a good doctor acquires 
a reputation and builds a practice.

YAWN WASHINGTON, May 18.—The secret of the Pennsyl- 
.. vania primary lies not in the way people voted, but in 
the way they didn’t. 

There were 2,742,327 persons who took the trouble to regis- 
ter themselves as republicans last November, when the new deal 
was at its height. « F 

Last Tuesday, more than half of those people would not take 
the trouble to vote in their party primary, although it was sup- 
posed to be a hot contest between square deal Reed and new deal 
Pinchot. The final Reed-Pinchot vote will not add up to more than 
1,200,000. 

The excuse publicly made by~politicians is the rain. They say 
the ladies did not vote because they did not want to get their 
spring dresses wet. That may be a logical excuse, but it may not 
be broad enough to cover a million and a half stay-at-homes. The 
roads and streets of Pennsylvania are well paved and there are 
about as many automobiles in the state~as there were voters in 
the republican primary. | 


PUZZLE What the real answer is, the politicians would like to 

know. It is true that Senator Reed did not spend much 
money. His personal expenditure was less than $1,000, which is 
a new record low for a warm primary contestant in Pennsylvania, 
The whisper has been that his three committees raised and spent 
around $80,000. Pinchot’s expenses probably were much larger. : 
Whatever they were, the amount is chicken feed compared with the 
historic Vare-Pinchot-Pepper primary several years ago. 

Another possible explanation is that Pinchot has run so often 
for so many offices in Pennsylvania that he no longer is a nov- 
elty at the ballot box, while Reed is the sort of person who does 
not move crowds to go out in the rain. 

At any rate, the democrats will have to look hard to find any- 
thing cheerful in the situation. Their vote did not come rushing to 
the polls, although that was hardly to be expected, because their 
contest did not awaken any interest whatever. 


WALK-OUT Those who follow the inside of the Pennsylvania 
game think they know what happened among 
those who did go to the polls. 

Their explanation is that too many of the old Pinchot supporters 
registered democratic this time and walked out on the republican 
primary. The Reed followers were the staunch old republicans who 
are skeptical about the new deal, who stuck to the G. O. P. The 
stickers out-numbered the~walk-outs. 

Registration figures tend to substantiate this explanation. Normaf 
democratic registration in Pennsylvania is between 850,000 and 
900,000 (pre-new deal). Last November it jumped to 1,087,890. 

How many ex-republicans of the Pinchot stripe were among 
these jumpers no one can tell, but certainly more than half prob- 
ably were ex-Pinchot republicans. 

When you consider that Reed defeated Pinchot by only 115,000 
or less, the point becomes important. 


CERTAINTY Only one basic result of the Pennsylvania pri- 
maries is certain. 

It was a pat on the back for a good conservative republican 
who voted against the NRA, AAA et al. It bucked up the repub- 
licans here from other states at a time when they needed it most. 
It will give them a new lease on life and encourage resistance among 
them to the new deal phases which Reed opposed. 


DEMOCRATS What worries the democrats is that they will 
have to rely on past republican votes for demo- 
cratic success. 

The question is whether they will get enough republican votes, 
and the answer is, probably not in Pennsylvania. Under the reg- 
istration of last November, Pennsylvania was still more than two and 
one-half to one republican. 
TANGLE Mr. Roosevelt got his fingers in the hair of Senator 

Glass by announcing he favored the independent stock 
market commission idea. ' 

Glass had been rampaging because he was left off the con- 
ferer.ce committee. Floor Leader Robinson et al had just about 
quieted him down. Senator Barkley went to the extent of of- 
fering to withdraw from the conference committee if Glass was 
dissatisfied. That pleased Glass. 

Then along came the White House disfavor of the Glass in- 
dependent commission plan, which had the same effect on Glass 
as gasoline would on a quiet fire. 

The democratic leaders believe they may get Glass under con- 
trol within a week or so. 

The stock market bill therefore will be delayed that long or 


longer.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., May 18.—The 
next sensational picture to be made 
in Hollywood will be the story of the 
war of tomorrow.

That is, he believes the simple love 
stories whose ramificatéons we have 
pretty well exhausted and whose limi- 
tations (due to our American censor- 
ship methods) must be pretty narrow, 
is too well covered a field to inter- 
est a director with brains. 

“One subject,” he says in his elec- 
trifying way, “is paramount in the 
world today. One subject is on every 
front page. One subject should be 
the engrossing worry of every man 
living. 

“That subject is tomorrow's war. 

“In yesterday's war, women and 
children sat at home and worried 
about their men at the front. 

: “In tomorrow’s war, men will lie 
in the trenches worrying about their 
women and children at home. 

“In yesterday’s war, men annihi- 
lated men and machines destroyed ma- 
chines. 

_“Tomorrow’s war will see cities an- 
nihilating cities and entire areas of 
consciousness in the mind of man be- 
coming as nothing beneath the might 
of tomorrow’s war machine.” 


Director Pabst, who is flirting with 
Radio about this idea, has one of the 
most brilliant minds among the direc- 
torial clan that I have ever encount- 
ered. His private library contains 
one of the largest collections extant 
of books on the war of tomorrow— 
of munitions kings and their ways— 
of statesmen whose business is build- 
ing hatred—of inventions and discov- 


eries and projected ideas for tomor- 
row’s war. 

Such material, woven about a hu- 
man angle—for Pabst shows his sub- 
jects through the medium of a very 
small cast and their intimate reac- 
tions to a great general movement— 
would make the most startling picture 
the world could show today.

His determi- 
nation to make a gelatine idea worthy 
of his scope caused him to break his 
contract with Warners and to em- 
bark in the free lance field, with the 
result that shortly he will begin the 
:“War of Tomorrow” with Radio, un- 
‘less some unforeseen difficulty pre- 
‘sents itself. 

I forgot to mention “Don Quixote,” 
with the Russian singer, Chaliapin, 
which won the state prize of Italy 
for its perfection. Also the state 
prize of Czecho-Slovakia. 


Pabst deplores our censorship angle 
here, and thinks the European method, 
in which children under 18 years are 
forbidden to see generally released 
pictures unless their parents obtain 
a special permit for them, is the 
only successful way in which adult 
screen material may be made with- 
out harmful effect on our young pub- 
lic. He holds that all books are not 
available for children, so all picture 
material should not be. 

He also states that “America reach- 
ed the zenith of its screen perfection 
in the gangster film, which was made 
in most cases superlatively well.’

Brewing in Japan 
TOKYO, May 19.—(Saturday)— 
—A scandal reaching up into official 
circles was uncovered today with the 


arrest of Hideo Kuroda, vice minis- 
ter of finance, on charges of corrupt 
financial practices. 

Charges against the official, it was 
felt in many quarters, seriously threat- 
ened to undermine the Saito cabinet. 

Kuroda was charged with being in- 
volved in alleged irregularities in ad- 
ministration of the semi-official Bank 
of Formosa, and affairs of the Im- 
perial Rayon Company. Ten finan- 
ciers previously had been _ indicted. 
They include Shigeru Shimada, former 
governor of the Bank of Formosa, and 
Fukukyo Takagain, president of the 
Imperial Rayon Company. 

Kuroda was subjected to lengthy 
questioning by the prosecutor, who 
charged corrupt sale of Rayon Com- 
pany shares through the bank. It was 
alleged that manipulators made prof- 
its of several million yen. 

Vernacular newspapers expressed 
the. opinion that Kuroda’s chief, Vis- 
count Korekyo Takahashi, minister of 
finance, may resign. Takahashi is re- 
gardedl as the mainstay of the Saito 
cabinet. 


SUIT FOR $250,000

| Bank Clearings 


NEW YORK, May 18.—While the 
aggregate of bank clearings was lower 
than last week, a level above the 
corresponding figures of 1933 was 
maintained. The total for this week 
at all leading cities in the United 
States, as reported to Dun & Brad- 
street, Inc., was $4,994,501,000, which 
was 15.2 per cent larger than that 
for the same week of last year; a 
week earlier the comparison revealed 
a gain of 19.6 per cent. Clearings at 
New York city were $3,357,878,000, a 
gain of 8.9 per cent, while the aggre- 
gate of $1,636,623,000 for all outside 
centers was higher by 30.8 per cent. 


The increase in bank clearings out- 
side of New York was again larger 
than was shown for New York city. 
This, in part, reflects conditions a 
year ago, when the restrictions _in 
banking operations at many outside 
points continued quite severe. Fur- 
thermore, trading in the speculative 
markets this year, especially at this 
time, is very limited, and this restricts 
bank clearings, to some extent, at 
New York and other large cities, 

Gains this week over a year ago 
were quite heavy at Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore. Pittsburgh. Chi- 
cago, Cleveland, St. Louis, Kansas 
City. Omaha, and most points at the 
south. This week’s clearings were less 
than those of the preceding week by 
$152,087,000, with the loss mainly at 
New York city. whereas a year ago
